Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face. video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the appScant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 . 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark OfHce is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerriing the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

exanrilner can be understood In the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, tiie examiner will give the applicant an extendable one montfi time period to correct the record.

Continuation of Substance of Inters^iew including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Zhou discussed the element of the controller of independent claim 1 , saying that Roberts et al. only disclosed 
speech recognition in Figure 1, and not a controller for modifying. Martin Lemer maintained that Roberts et a!, 
disclosed recognition in block 123 of Figure 1, but that block 180 showed modifying a language model, and not speech 
recognition per se. Extensive discussions of the distinctions between grammar files and language models were then 
conducted. Mr. Zhou said that the Specification clearly set forth that a grammar file did not involve dictation (Page 3), 
and showed examples of a syntax of grammar file (Pages 10 to 1 1). Moreover, Mr. Zhou stated that the interpretation 
of the temri "grammar file" should be limited to what is disclosed by the Specification. Martin Lemer said that principles 
of broadest reasonable interpretation should govern the meaning of the temi "grammar file", and what Applicants 
disclose in the Specification should not supercede an ordinary meaning of a term as known to one skilled in the art, 
particulariy where an ordinary meaning of a term is contrary to Applicants' Specification. Here, Mr. Zhou and Martin 
Lerner appeared to agree that there may be some ambiguity as to the meaning of the term "grammar file". Martin 
Lerner also cited U.S. Patent No. 6,553,345 to Kuhn et al., where probabilities of prior usage of words in slots and 
keywords were modified in speech recognition. Finally, Martin Lemer made several suggestions as to how Applicants 
might modify their claims to eliminate an anticipation rejection over Roberts et al. Specifically, Martin Lemer stated that 
independent claim 1 could be amended to require an annotated command syntax, where grammar files based on the 
commands were modified. This would distinguish over Roberts et al., where language models are modified for 
dictation, but grammar files for commands are not modified.
